A.   Call to Order      
  
 Chairwoman Broderick called the meeting to order at 10:06 a.m. 
 
B.   Welcome, Introductions       
 
 Chairwoman Broderick welcomed attendees. 
        
C.   Review of Packet and Agenda   
  

Chairwoman Broderick reviewed the packet and agenda.  Along with their meeting packet, Commissioners were provided with a 
Registration Scholarship Application for the Summer Institute being held in July.  Chairwoman Broderick commented on the 
benefits of attending the Summer Institute and suggested that Commissioners consider attending. 

 
 
 
 



 

 

D.   Approval of Minutes    
        

The minutes were reviewed.  Commissioner Hellman made a motion to approve the minutes.  The motion was seconded by 
Commissioner Chan and approved by all. (10.01.01). 

   
E.   Approval of Funding  for Grant Applications   
         

Ms. Tammy Paz-Combs described the procurement process for Request for Grant Applications and referred members to the 
Statement of Confidentiality Form.  Commissioners were asked to read the statement, sign and submit the form. 
 

Chairwoman Broderick entertained a motion to go into executive session at 10:15 a.m.  The motion was seconded by 
Commissioner Do which passed with no objections. (10.01.02).  Chairwoman Broderick entertained a motion to leave executive 
session at 10:40 a.m.  The motion was seconded by Commissioner Hellman and passed with no objections. (10.01.03).   
 

A motion was made by Commissioner Neitch to approve the review committee’s recommendation to fund 9 urban and 7 rural grant 
applications.  Commissioner Hollamby seconded the motion which was approved by all. (10.01.04).   Ms. Cassandra Larsen 
thanked the reviewers for the time they spent evaluating the applications. 

 

F.   Discussion of Other Funding Opportunities        
 

Chairwoman Broderick reported that about $630,000 was not awarded through the Request for Grant Application (RFGA) process.  
Other projects and/or initiatives currently in place could be funded through state agencies.  Chairwoman Broderick noted the 
importance of carrying out the Parents Commission mission passed by the voters of Arizona.   

 
 Ms. Tammy Paz-Combs explained the procurement process for state funds.  
 

Ms. Cassandra Larsen noted that the Commission has an opportunity to assist projects/initiatives through funding but that 
sustainability needs to be addressed. 

 
A variety of projects/initiatives were discussed.  Commissioners Broderick, Huff, Neitch and Simonetta volunteered to participate in 
a workgroup that will guide staff research.  Chairwoman Broderick suggested potential projects/initiatives submit a proposal with a 
budget.  Commissioner Reese suggested that information about the number of people loosing services due to budget cuts be 
included in the proposals.   

 
G.  Subgrantee Orientation    
    

Ms. Emily Winans discussed the agenda of the upcoming subgrantee orientation that will be held the first week of April.  Ms. 
Winans described opportunities for commissioners to participate in the orientation.  Commissioners expressed an interest in 
attending a luncheon where they could meet subgrantees.  Ms. Winans will provide Commissioners with the details of the 
orientation once they are finalized.   

    
H.   Conference Sponsorship Process   
 

A request for conference sponsorship from Terros Behavioral Health Services was reviewed.  Commissioner Chan motioned to 
approve the request from Terros for conference funding at the requested $2,000.  The motion was seconded by Commissioner 
Hellman and passed with no objections. (10.01.05).    

 
Ms. Winans presented a process for the future review of conference sponsorship requests.  Commissioners were referred to a 
draft conference sponsorship application.  Commissioners Do, Broderick, Chan and Hellman volunteered to participate in a 
conference sponsorship workgroup.
